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Failure— of the Child 
of pf the System

Teachers and adrninistrators in educa- 
tiohal programs serving the deaf and hard 
of hearing are 'bewildered and'dishearteried 
as they observe the grooving number df 
hearing impaired’ Children who simply do 
not achieve 1 or who actively, or passively 
resist the educational 1 ’process. Whether 
the f child resists through rebellion or with- 
‘ drawl, • the- educational process , is : defeated 
and the : chance of : the child’s gaining' a 
positive self-image is significantly dimin- 
ished; 

It is noi uncommon for schools .to .pro- 
mote ,an • educational.. • philosophy which 
places . emphasis ; . upon: • (1) the attempt to 
make the deaf child into a counterfeit copy 
of a hearing person, rather /than to attempt 
to. help him become a cqmnciunicating r well- 
adjusted, .and success-oriented deaf indi- 
vidual, (2) the acquisition of speech, as 
• the primary criterion for a successful life 
rather than determining the needs and 
contributions of over-all language develop- 
ment, a (broad store of basic knowledge, a 
workable value .structure, social awareness, 
a ’realistic . transfer and application of 
kppwledge, and others, and (3) strict ad- 
herence to one; specific communication or 
teaching method (oralism or mariualism), 
rather tilth determining, the needs and 
potential of each individual child and pro- 
viding a program for him in which he can 
experience success. Such programs often 
create an. educational environment which 
attacks and destroys the initial identity of 
a large number' of hearing impaired chil- 
dren. A recent’ treatise on the approaches

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Regardless of the speefic philosophy they 
may have embraced, most educators of 
the deaf agree that one of the greatest 
problems facing the deaf is the difficulty 
they experience in achieving functional, 
straight language. Another problem 
frequently mentioned, but seldom related 
to language, is the difficulty many deaf 
children seem to experience in the develop- 
ment of true social awareness. It is too 
infrequently considered by educators that 
the relationship between these two prob- 
lems is significant, that they are equal in 
severity, and that they require equal atten- 
tion in the education of the deaf. These two 
problem areas, language development and 
social awareness are two of the major 
components of the deaf individual’s over-all 
communication handicap. 

Generally speaking, we are aware that 
communication involves much more than 
the development of language. But because 
language is the basis for societal inter- 
action and because we know that the 
ability to function in society is determined 
to a great, extent by. one’s facility in 
language, we have, in educating the deaf, 
stressed the development of language more 
than any other facet of communication. 
Undoubtedly the emphasis on language is 
also facilitated by the fact that it is the 
most technical of the message systems. The 
pattern of learning for the deaf differs 
from that of hearing individuals in that 
it frequently must begin with the technical 
approach. Language is required for success- 
ful social interaction. It is a tool for learn- 
ing, and it is technical, thus it is the facet 
of communication logically stressed in the 
education of the deaf. There seems to be, 
as a result, aspects of communication 
which are never taught to or truly inter- 
nalized by many deaf children. 

Among hearing persons there are many 
important facets of communication of 
which we are not consciously aware. These 
facets are usually not learned through 
technical means but rather through cul- 
tural osmosis, an unconsicious absorption 
and assimilation of ideas and influence 
through seemingly m trivial social contacts. 
These methods of communication . are 
learned and practiced with varying, degrees 
.of success by most, hearing individuals* yet 
they may neyer have . been consciously 
thought through by the user. One author 


has sensibly labeled them the “out-of- 
awareness” aspects of communication. 

Many deaf pupils have characteristics 
which can be termed “out-of-awareness”. 
These pupils seem to lack a functional 
knowledge of the hidden aspects of com- 
munication as well as the degrees to 
which the internalization of these aspects 
is essential to their social success within 
the hearing world. They manifest their lack 
of awareness in countless ways. Their 
tendency toward bluntness frequently con- 
veys an unintended message. Their topics 
of (or changes in) conversation may re- 
flect inappropriateness of time and place. 
Their pursuance of honest curiosity may go 
beyond the limits of acceptability and the 
rebuff may be baffling. They may intrude, 
make “disrespectful” comments, impose up- 
on others or invade personal privacy in 
endless ways and to varying degrees, all in 
good faith but resulting in social calamity. 
Deaf individuals frequently have extreme 
difficulty understanding the myraid ram- 
ifications of time and space. They may have 
difficulty establishing inner controls, a well- 
grounded value system, and inepedence 
of thought. Such words as “undependable”, 
“discourteous”, “unpunctual”, and “pre- 
sumptuous”, are often attached to deaf 
pupils who habitually make honest social 
errors. 

When these characteristics are thought 
of as being, traits of many a deaf child, 
one can better understand the difficulties 
facing him as he in turn attempts to face 
the ever increasing momentum and com- 
plexity of the world about him. The effect 
of a failure identity and poor social aware- 
ness on his employability, for instance, 
will be pronounced. In an increasingly 
mechanized world, where specific vocational 
training may not be of lasting value, and 
where perhaps several employment changes 
can be anticipated during a given life- 
time, the deaf individual will find it more 
and more difficult to compete and adjust 
vocationally. Were it not that education 
is a crucial determining variable in all 
other psychological and sociological aspects 
of the lives of deaf people, it would not be 
.necessary to detail this .area, as extensively 
,as ha$ been done. Changes must be made 
in education before they can be expected

This story is about the boy who invented 
the alphabet of raised dots and made 
raised-dot books for the blind. 

Louis Braille was not born blind. When 
he was three years old, an awl plunged 
into his eye. Later his eyes became infected. 
He rubbed at it with his hand and the 
infection spread to the other eye. He 
became blind. 

When he was six years old, he had a 
tutor. The tutor was Jacques Palluy, who 
was a new priest at the village church of 
Coupvray. But the priest was not trained 
as a teacher. He asked Mr. Becheret, the 
school teacher, to let Louis join his class. 
Mr. Becheret had never taught the blind, 
but he accepted Louis for the priest’s sake 
and for Louis’ sake. 

Later when Louis was ten years old, he 
went to the Royal Institute of Blind Youth 
in Paris.

There were only 
fourteen books in the library for they were 
so expensive. 

Louis worked and worked until he invent- 
ed the alphabet of raised dots. He worked 
for three years before he succeeded. The 
boys loved it and learned quickly. Dr. 
Pignier, the head of the school, liked his 
idea but he was not successful in getting 
anyone with money to help. 

Louis graduated from this school and he 
became a teacher for the blind. He made 
raised-dot books for the library for the 
blind students. Later he became sick. He 
had tuberculosis. He went home to rest 
and to get better. 

Dr. Dufau became the new director. At 
first he did not like Louis’ alphabet. He 
burned all of Louis’ books. Later Dr. Dufau 
changed bis mind and decided to help \ 
Louis. They had a demonstration. The 
people accepted his alphabet of raised 
dots. 


Louis died on January 6, 1852. He wasn’t 
famous then but today most of the people 
honor him and thank him for inventing 
braille.
